Monday's presentation 
sufficiently impressed a maj- 
ority of the aldermen with 
regard to meeting the City’s 


technical requirements.

Bell missing from 


Morinville convent 


Father Primeau reported to the Morinville R.C.M.P. 
detachment yesterday afternoon that the bell from Notre 
Dame Convent had gone missing. 

He believes it was stolen sometime during the past three 
weeks as he recalls seeing it when he last cut the grass. 
And he has no hesitation in saying that it took two strong 
men to remove it. The bell left a hole 22 inches in diameter 
when they dropped it, said the good Father. 

There is a $50,000 fine, or a one-year jail term or both 
for anyone damaging or defacing a Classified Historical 
Site. However, said Father Primeau, if the bell is returned 
anonymously to the porch on the Convent, or Rectory or to 
the Church, no effort will be made to prosecute. 

The bell was hung in the convent tower in 1909 and 
Father Primeau thinks it probably came from France as he 
doubts bells were being made in Canada at the time. He is 
presently researching the convent documents which will 
undoubtedly reveal some identifying markings. 


GAS EXPLOSION 

Five men from Plains Western Gas Company were 
seriously burned in a gas explosion about 10:45 Tuesday 
morning while they were digging a line out in the Namao 
Ridge subdivision. At press time last night confirmation had 
not been received on notification on next of kin and no 
names were released. It is understood however that three of 
the men were local workers and two were temporary 
summer help. All were taken promptly to the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital and two were later transferred to the 
University Hospital. 

$/Sgt. Howard Lamb was in the district on another 
investigation “and only about 100 yards away when the 
ditch flared up, so that he was able to be of immediate 
assistance. He said the Gas Protection Branch is looking 
into the accident and it is difficult to tell what might have 
caused it.

pointed out to council that 
provision had been made for 
a service road. This fact had 
been concealed at the meet- 
ing two weeks ago because 
whomever had tacked the 
plan to the wall had folded 
this section behind. The plan 
also included sidewalks. 

He said the lot had 
recently been surveyed and 
that the stakes were visible 
and showed the development 
to be 15 to 20 feet from the 
edge of the ravine. Mr. Koch 
also could not see that the 
development would contri- 
bute in any way to increased 
truck traffic on the highway; 
another concern of the SAC. 

Storm water runoff has 
been discussed with city 
engineers said Mr. Koch and 
sewers are not available for 
the area. The plan was to 
catch the water in a basin 
and run it off into the ravine 
in such a manner that no 
erosion would occur. Few 
trees would be removed from 
the site as they would be 
used to screen the parking lot 
and provide a proper setting 
for the motel. All other 
services had been installed at 
the time of construction of 
the Big M Restaurant and 
would facilitate the addition- 
al stages of development. 
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Jack Agrios, lawyer for the 
developers, said land had 
been dedicated to the city for 
the road allowance under the 
impression that the restaur- 
ant and motel development 
was being approved. He said 
that the land, under Res- 
tricted Development Control, 
had been determined for its 
proper usage and that ‘cer- 
tain red herrings’ (SAC's 
concerns) have suddenly 
appeared on the scene to 
change the rules of the 
game. He asked that council 
reconsider the proposal. 

Alderman Breadner, who 
sits on the Municipal Plan- 
ning Commission which had 
earlier unanimously approv- 
ed the development in prin- 
ciple, said he was glad the 
matter was again before 
council ‘to be handled prop- 
erly. this time’. 

Alderman Throndson mo- 
ved to rescind his motion of 
two weeks previous which 
would have seen the matter 
held in abeyance until the 
corridor study was complete 
and other members of 
council voted with him. He 
then moved to table the 
proposal (until the develop- 
ers could supply council with 
technical plans showing how 
the storm water runoff would 
be handled without causing 
any erosion of the ravine. 
The motion carried with 
Aldermen Breadner and Ay- 
otte against (Alderman Sh- 
ields is on holiday). 

Alderman Breadner then 
moved that council approve 
the project in principle and 
backed his motion by point- 
ing out that the matter was 
really no different than the 
previously approved Usher 
property on St. Albert Trail. 
It would in no way constrict 
development of the highway 
and the motel is a service 
which St. Albert needs. 

Alderman Smith agreed 
that she could see no reason 
not to approve the project in 
principle adding that we 
(council) always want the 
details later. Mayor Harvey 
said he felt city engineers 
were capable of settling the 
runoff problem with the de- 
velopers and that he would 
support the motion. 

Alderman Bakker echoed 
Alderman Throndson’s de- 
sire to see the technical 
information on the storm 
drainage before giving app- 
roval. She said she realized 
that as elected officials they

Canadian girls more active 


say visiting Japanese students 


Two Japanese university 
students visiting in St. Albert 
under the Lions exchange 
program have been seeing a 
lot of Alberta and meeting 
many young people over a six 
week stay. In some ways they 
find life for young people 
similar in the countries and 
in other ways quite different. 

Hit records and popular 
music are very familiar to the 
Japanese girls and they find 
the Dairy Queen, Mac- 
Donalds and Kentucky Fried 
Chicken places the same. 
They ‘‘just love’’ Canadian 
ice cream - it’s different. 

Michie Sakanoue, 20 years 
is studying for a major in 
Chemistry at her home city 
university in Fukuoka, and 
Chiyomi Nose, 19 years and 
from the same city, is en- 
rolled in the Law faculty. 
Both girls studied the Eng- 
lish language in junior and 
senior high school, but in 
university the instruction is 
all in Japanese, although 
they take courses in reading 
English. Japanese is also 
spoken in their homes, but 
both girls can manage well 
expressing their thoughts in 
English. There are about 20 
girls in Chemistry, but only 
five in Law at the university 
which has 24,000 students. 

They think that Canadian 
girls have ‘‘very many ac- 
tivities - more than most 
Japanese girls.’’ At home 
young girls sit on a chair 
more, said Michie, but we 
have some activities with 
friends. However she quickly 
pointed out that in southern 
Japan the afternoons are 
short and by six or seven 
o'clock it is dark - we do not 
have much time for games. 
Chomi is interested in pain- 
ting and Michie began taking 
piano lessons at the age of 
three. Both girls enjoy cook- 
ing. Music instruction is not 
given in the schools but by 
private lessons, usually at 
the home of the teacher, 

University sports are 
baseball, soccer, football, 
Japanese wrestling and ping 
pong, with the major par- 
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ticipation by the boys. 

Tennis and golf are also 
popular in Japan and Michie 
said her father played golf, 
but it appears the wives 
would not think of it. 

After three weeks with a 
family in Edmonton foll- 
owing their arrival on July 
15, the girls came to stay 
with Bill and Tena Lyndon on 
Sorrel Crescent. For the 
same six weeks the Lyndon’s 
daughter Danielle is visiting 
with Japanese families. 

“At our second family we 
talk together more’’ said 
Michie. The  Lyndon's 
daughter Wynne, a teacher, 
is home for the summer and 
has been showing the girls 
around and there is also a 
brother home from university 
and two married sisters who 
often drop in. 

The visitors had their turn 
to entertain the family as 
well. They cooked a special 
lunch of Somen one day and 
on another evening prepared 
a delicious Japanese meal 
featuring Sukiyaki. On this 
occasion Alice Ross was a 
guest. ‘‘She loved the girls 
and they loved her,’’ said 
Mrs. Lyndon. The girls did 
their own shopping for the 
meal and found the prices 
here lower than in Japan and 
a friend staying in Edmonton 
came out to assist. 

The Breakfast Lions enter- 
tained all the exchange 
visitors at a dance in the 
Lions Senior Citizens Centre, 
attended by about 25 Jap- 
anese students, 20 from 
Germany and two from Swe- 
den along with the Canadian 
young men and women. A 
camping trip to Jasper and 
Banff was much enjoyed, but 
the Japanese girls found it a 
bit cold even though they 
borrowed ski jackets and 
warm clothing. ‘‘l heard 
from my parents’’ said 
Michie ‘‘and at home it is 35 
degrees Centigrade. But 
everything was so green - 
more green than at home, It 
is a different beauty from our 
country.’’ In Banff they 
enjoyed meeting a Japanese 


Canadian and having their 
own kind of food at a res- 
taurant. They also visited 
Drumheller on the trip. 

The Commonwealth Gam- 
es were something new and 
exciting - ‘Such big games - 
we do not know those sports. 
But it was a very special 
experience - full of surprises 
and so interesting.” 

They have also seen the 
Esso Refinery, the university 
campus and the Mint at Fort 
Saskatchewan, and planned 
to go to a riding academy, 
something they have never 
seen before. Shopping is fun 
too and Michie pointed out 
that here all the young 
people dress the same. We 
wear jeans too but some like 
narrow legs, some wide, 
some bell bottoms and some 
the overall styles. It's not like 
here where everybody looks 
the same - even wear the 
same kind of shoes, Also in 
Japan it is not permitted for 
girls to wear jeans or pants to 
university. They must wear 
dresses. 

They bought gifts to take 
home and also arrived with 
gifts for their Canadian 
hosts, and in fact when 
anyone comes to the house 
they make a gift for the 
visitor. 

“I would like to adopt the 
girls’’ said Tena Lyndon - 
*“*we all enjoy each other's 
company and they go about 
just as if they were members 
of the family - only they are 
much better behaved!"’ Tena 
added that it is clear the 
discipline is much more strict 
in Japanese homes, and the 
father’s word is law. He is 
the undisputed head of the 
house and highly respected, 
whereas the mother is not 
rated as highly. 

After university Michie 
plans to work in a chemical 
firm or to teach chemistry. 
Not so Chomi, who doesn't 
want to work after getting 
her degree in law - ‘I want to 
be a bride.”” 

Asked if they would like to 
come again they said they 
are too old (for the Lions 


exchange), but Michie would 
like to come back for a visit 
someday. What did they like 
best? ‘The green - so green 
green, and the beautiful 
mountains and the bright, 
bright sunshine - and lots of 
space.”’ 

Chomi and Michie att 
ended a Lions Breakfast 
Tuesday morning and before 
leaving will be the guests of 
Lions clubs in both Edmon- 
ton and St. Albert at a 
farewell party in Edmonton 
for all the visitors and their 
new Canadian friends

daughters and a Lions Club 
member and must write and 
pass an exam.

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Consumer education campaign 


‘Before you go under’ 


Alberta Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs launched 
its flagship preventive edu- 
cation campaign on Monday, 
August 21. At a special 
media briefing, Alberta's 
Minister of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs, the Hon- 
ourable Graham L. Harle, 
explained the intent of the 
$70,000 mass-media camp- 
aign, directed mainly at 
young families. 

“The Alberta government 
feels it is more important to 
educate consumers about the 
operation of the marketplace 
than for the government to 
become overly involved in 
regulation of the market- 
place,”’ he said. 

The new campaign focuses 
initially on the use and abuse 
of personal credit. Albertans 
are among the highest users 
of consumer credit in the 
country. In 1977, according 
to Statistics Canada, out- 
standing consumer credit in 
Canada totalled $30.7 billion. 
Alberta, with only 8.1% of 
the country’s population, 
owed 10.2% of that total 
figure. 

In other words, every man, 
woman and child in Alberta 
had outstanding credit debts 
averaging $1,590. The nat- 
ional average was $1,306. 

The main visual image of 
the campaign begins with its 
unusual and dramatic 30- 
second television commer- 
cial. Calgary actor Graham 
MacPherson portrays a typi- 
cal young family man, con- 
fidently unaware of his 
perilous credit situation, 
slowly sinking into real 
quicksand, symbolizing con- 
sumer debt.

The image is carried 
through both print adver- 
tising and poster display. 
The intention is for the 
viewing consumer to ideutify 
with the actor and his 
situation, enough to contact 
Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs for help. 

The product of the tele- 


_ vision and print campaign is 


a new 16-page guide to 
family financial planning and 
budgeting. The booklet is 
titled, Before You Go Under: 
A Self-Help Financial Man- 
agement Guide: The quick- 
sand image is also tied into 
this publication. 

‘The new thrust is to 
develop a preventive educa- 
tion program emphasizing 
self-help materials,’’ says 
lan James, director of 
Consumer Education for the 
department. 

“Effective family financial 
management is a basic life- 
coping skill requiring a high 
degree of individual res- 
ponsibility, particularly in 


regard to wise use of credit,’ 
he said.

The 22-inch-diameter, 270 
mile-long pipeline was con- 
structed in three sections at a 
cost of 78.5 million dollars, 
and has a design capacity of 
163,500 barrels per day. 

The pipeline is owned and 
operated by Alberta Oil 
Sands Pipeline Ltd., which is 
a wholly-owned subsidiary of 
Alberta Energy Company.

Albertans 
avid gamblers 


The amount Albertans 
spend at licenced gaming 
events has increased drama- 
tically during the last three 
years, according to statistics 
released by the Gaming 
Control section of the Attor- 
ney-General’s department. 

Last year, Albertans spent 
$110.8 million on bingos, 
casinos, raffles and pull 
tickets, up from $52.2 million 
spent in 1974. The 1977 total 
is one-third larger than that 
of the year before. At this 
rate of increase, Albertans 
are expected to spend about 
$200 million annually by 
1981. 

Casinos appear to be the 
most popular form of gam- 
bling. In the last three years 
casino gross proceeds have 
increased by 779 percent. In 
1974 Albertans spent $4.3 
million, but by 1977 they 
increased their spending at 
casinos the $38.6 million. 

During that time, bingo 
spending increased by 83 
percent, and raffles were up 
70 percent. Licencing for pull 
tickets began in 1975S, and 
since then Albertans have 
increased pull ticket grosses 
from $13.7 million in 1975 to 
$34.6 million in 1977, 

In 1977, total gross pro- 
ceeds from licenced gaming 
events in Calgary and Ed- 
monton were close, $43 
million and $40 million 
respectively. But Edmonton- 
ians spent almost 2'2 times 
as much on bingo, while 
Calgarians spent more than 
three times as much on pull

Alberta racetracks report 
they took in $106 million last 
year, and about $60 million 
was spent here on inter-pro- 
vincial lotteries. These forms 
of gaming are not controlled 
by the attorney-general. But

million last year. This means 
that about $230 per adult 
Albertan was spent on gam- 
bling.

Day Care Centre excited 


about new playground 


The staff at St. Albert Day 
Care Centre are excited 
about the completion of their 
new $12,000 creative play- 
ground, ‘‘waiting to be 
explored by curious minds 
and bodies."’ 

Part of the area is enclosed 
by vertical log poles set at 
different heights to encour- 
age stepping and balancing. 
A multi deck apparatus 
includes a suspension br- 
idge, a cube house, fire pole, 
tire wall, spiral climb about 
and a net climb - offering a 
myriad of possibilities for 
children 

In yet another areaa tire 
pyramid and sewer pipe 
tunnels encourage other 
constructive activities. Pro- 
vision is also made for quiet 
play in small groups witha 
pre-school round house and a 
sandy circle lends itself to 
less boisterous games, using 
specially blended sound. 

The construction of this 
particular type of playground 
was part of the original plan 
for the day care premises. 
However the Day Care 
Society Directors, under co- 


ordinator Janice Calzell and 
Cheryll Oakes, have worked 
hard to obtain funding and 
implement construction. In 
the meantime the 60 children 
have used a large grassed 
area since the centre opened 
in June of 1976. This 
neighbourhood facility is 
accessible only by crossing 
major traffic routes, so that 
all the children go at a 
specific time, and there are 
no washrooms or drinking 
water available for the pre- 
schoolers. 

The city allocated property 
for the creative playgrounds, 
and the Province provided a 
grant of $4,500, which was 
used to buy materials and 
have the major structures 
pre-built by Alberta Oppor- 
tunity Corps in Slave Lake. 
Volunteers helped unload the 
truck bringing the struc- 
tures. 

The Day Care Society 
hired REC-AREA ENTER- 
PRISES to install and com- 
plete the playground. When 
funds are available a tire 
swing apparatus will be 
added.

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A knowledge of nature

People today are flocking 
to the outdoors in greater 
numbers than ever. Yet 
many come unprepared to 
find the adventure which 
nature holds. An appre- 
ciation of natural life is a 
continuing source of interest 
and enjoyment. It may also 
provide a bulwark against 
the threatened destruction of 
mankind ... 


A BOY CAN IDENTIFY 
EVERY CAR, BUT NOT 
THE TREES AND 
FLOWERS 


It reflects badly on the 
order of priorities in our 
society that a schoolboy can 
tell you the brand names of 
all the cars on the road but 
cannot identify any but the 
most familiar trees and wild- 
flowers. This is because, 
generally speaking, the edu- 
cational system of North 
America is squeezed indoors 
to a degree which stifles 
young minds. Few schools 
take advantage of the vast 
classroom of the outdoors to 
teach the things that really 
matter - the basics of life on a 
threatened planet. Children 
study insect larvae and 
tadpoles in paper cups inside 
a classroom instead of having 
their knowledge filled out by 
examining the complex en- 
vironment in which these 
creatures actually live. 

This is a pity, because a 
child is normally nature's 
most avid student. Every 
parent knows the propensity 
of small children to bring 
home caterpillars, grasshop- 
pers, toads and other small 
living things. But parents 


rarely encourage this in- 
Stinctive attraction by im- 
parting a knowledge of 
nature to their children. Too 
often, the interest of children 
in the natural world is 
diverted by the example of 
their elders into a con- 
centration on the inanimate 
objects that money will buy. 

“To speak truly, few adult 
persons can see nature,"’ 
wrote Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son. ‘‘The sun illuminates 
only the eye of the man, but 
shines into the eye and the 
heart of the child.’’ Children 
should be led to explore the 
manifold mysteries of natural 
life while their curiosity is 
still blooming. A child thus 
prepared may grow into 
Emerson's ideal nature lov- 
er. ‘‘He whose inward and 
outward senses are truly 
adjusted to each other, who 
has retained the spirit of 
infancy even into the era of 
adulthood."* 

This surely is the funda- 
mental reason for people of 
all ages to learn something of 
nature: to keep their minds 
fresh by feeding their sense 
of wonder. There are won- 
derful things all around us, if 
only we could see. What may 
be commonplace to one man 
may be a living miracle to 
another. In his 1939 book 
Wind, Sand and Stars, 
Antoine de Saint-Exupery 
told of how he had talked to 
some Bedouin chieftains on 
their return to the North 
African desert from a tour of 
France, Saint-Exupery ex- 
pected them to be full of 
admiration for the achieve- 
ments of civilization they had 
witnessed, But, he said, they 
evinced a ‘‘freezing indiff- 


erence’’ to the Eiffel Tower, 
the steamships, the loco- 
motives, **What they 
thought admirable was not a 
locomotive, but a tree. When 
you think of it, a tree does 
possess a perfection that a 
locomotive does not know."’ 


NATURE’S MYSTERIES 
ARE PART OF ITS 
ENDLESS FASCINATION 


Coming from a land which 
offers easy access to a rich 
variety of natural settings, 
Canadians in particular tend 
to take the wonders of nature 
for granted. For example, 
the most common tree of the 
Canadian Shield, the black 
spruce, is a marvel of 
endurance in the struggle for 
survival in the wilds. Every- 
thing around this unimpos- 
ing tree seems to conspire 
towards its extinction. Squir- 
rels clip off its cones; spruce 
grouse eat the seeds it 
scatters; matted caribou 
moss prevents the seeds it 
does manage to spread from 
penetrating the soil. High 
winds often blow it up from 
its shallow roots; yet it will 
grow on practically bare rock 
and on the fringes of the 
tundra. If a black spruce can 
propagate itself no other 
way, its life force is 
transmitted through its lower 
branches. When an old tree 
falls over, the branches send 
roots into the soil to become 
new trees in their own right. 

As familiar an animal as a 
porcupine is a truly in- 
triguing phenomenon. The 
porcupine is a_ typically 
tropical rodent from South 
America which has somehow 
managed to adapt itself to

reach awesome proportion 


Canada doesn't count for 
much in the world of indus- 
try. Our research and deve- 
lopment efforts, by interna- 
tional standards, are pretty 
meagre, And even our re- 
source producers don’t have 
as much control over their 
markets as was once the case. 


But, when it comes to 
turning out bureaucrats, Ca- 
nada is desperately fighting 
to reach the top. In per capita 
terms, our civil service has 
reached awesome propor- 
tions. But, worse yet, is the 
fact that, over the past ten 
years, our bureaucrats, espe- 
cially at the provincial level, 
have been the “lead horse” 
in determining the levels of 
salaries and fringe benefits 
in Canada. And that sets 
those governments apart 
from those of virtually every 
other country in the Western 
World. West Germany, for 
example, insists that civil ser- 
vice remuneration lag slightly 
behind private incomes. 


There's alot more at stake 
in civil service salaries than 
simply how high the tax bill 
is going to be for the rest of 
us. When bureaucratic sala- 
ries start running ahead of 
private wage rates, business 
finds that it can't get the 
good workers; all the best 
people gravitate to govern-

ment. The workers who are 
in the private sector demand 
higher wages to bring them 
up with the government em- 
ployees —and an inflationary 
cycle is started. 


The problem has reached 
the point where the federal 
government’s Bill C-28, in- 
troduced in the last session, 
includes the stipulation that 
parity must be achieved be- 
tween public and private 
wages. 

That’s a noble objective 
but reaching it promises to 
be tougher than might be as- 
sumed. How, for example, 
does one actually find the 
same function with equal re- 
sponsibilities, for comparison 
purposes, both inside and 
outside government? You 


can’t, in most cases, so we 
are immediately faced with 
the impossibility of making 
accurate comparisons, Still, 
it is possible to arrive at some 
rough approximations. 

Even assuming that wage 
rates became identical in 
both sectors, government 
employees would still, in 
fact, be more generously 
paid. The difference is found 
in pension plans. One study 
conducted for the federal 
government found that the 
more generous government 
pensions equalled about 9% 
higher pay compared to 
workers in private business. 
The government has changed 
the pension rules recently 
and eliminated unlimited in- 
dexing, so some of the differ- 
ential is eliminated. But it re- 
mains true that government 
pensions are far more liberal 
than those run by the busi- 
ness community at large. 

The lesson should be clear. 
There is no way that Ottawa 
can achieve comparability 
between private and public 
sector compensation unless 
government pensions are 
brought in line. This may 
mean unpleasant civil service 
strikes ; unfortunately , the al- 
ternative is even less pleasant.

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conditions as far north as the 
Arctic tree line. Perhaps its 
foreign origin is what makes 
it so formidable. A grown 
porcupine carries up to 
30,000 quills with which to 
repel its predators. The 
painful shock of receiving a 
dose of these quills causes an 
animal that touches it to 
recoil, allowing the porcu- 
pine time to waddle safely 
away. 

Unlikely as it seems, the 
porcupime is a killer. The 
quills can spell slow death to 
the most powerful timber 
wolf or the cleverest fox by 
dooming it to die of star- 
vation because it is unable to 
eat, or by working their way 
into its brain. It is said that 
only one Canadian animal 
can kill a porcupine with 
impunity. This is the big 
member of the weasel family 
called the fisher, which has

developed the knack of 
flipping porcupines over on 
their backs and attacking the 
unprotected underside. 

Why one creature alone 
should be able to do this, no 
one knows but such 
mysteries are part of the 
endless fascination of nature. 
It is impossible for an 
intelligent person not to 
stand in awe of its myster- 
ious logic, which goes far 
beyond human ken. A flight 
of wild geese is a study in 
aerodynamics. The leader of 
the ‘'V’’ formation breaks 
trail through the air, and 
each bird thereafter gains 
‘lift'’ from the updraft 
created by the wing action of 
the one in front of it. Being 
the leader is not easy, and 
that is why you will see the 
birds change the lead posi- 
tion periodically, as if by 


pre-arrangement. It all works 
so smoothly that spectators 
rarely stop to ponder what a 
remarkable system it is. 

Nature is full of secrets to 
tantalize the inquiring mind, 
Many creatures specialize in 
deception. That beautiful 
copper-coloured butterfly 
may be what is known as a 
monarch - but then again it 
may not. The caterpillars of 
the monarch feed on milk- 
weed plants. As adults they 
contain a poison from the 
milkweed which kills preda- 
tors such as birds, frogs and 
bats. Most predators have 
learned not to touch a 
monarch. So non-poisonous 
butterflies like the viceroy 
‘mimic’ its appearance to 
frighten their own predators 
away.

A project to help 
run away children 


Alberta Social Services 
and Community Health has 
undertaken a project in 
Edmonton to try and reduce 
the number of run away 
children, and encourage 
children who see running 
away as the only solution to 
problems to search for other 
solutions, 

The project is to operate on 
an experimental basis from 
August 1, 1978 to March 31, 
1979. Its establishment is in 
response, as is a similar one 
in Calgary, to the ever 
increasing numbers of ju- 
veniles who are reported 


missing from their homes. 
Paul Fritz, assistant direc- 
tor of Child Welfare Branch, 
Says that more often or not 
children who have run away 
will repeat the process many 
times. The action is usually 
an indication that the child is 
having problems with family 
and friends. The approach of 
the project will be to counsel 
the child who has either 
already run away or who is 
anticipating running away to 
help him deal with problems 
in the home and other areas 
of his environment so as to 
reduce the likelihood of him 


running away again. 

Children will be referred to 
project workers from 4 
variety of sources, including 
families, police, school coun- 
sellors and social agencies, 
as well as the children 
themselves, 

Indications from the Cal- 
gary experience suggest 
such a project is successful in 
cutting down the numbers of 
children who run away re- 
peatedly, and the number of 
crimes committed by run 
aways is also reduced. The 
Calgary project began in 
September, 1977.

Clarence Kambeitz appeared 
before the Board to discuss 
his plans for controlling the 
student parking situation at 
the school. Mr. Kambeitz 
had submitted three alter- 
nate plans to solve the 
problem with a recomm- 
endation that the Board opt 
for one which would restrict 
student's parking stalls to 
25. 

In a meeting with the 
Board in the spring Mr. 
Kambeitz had aired his con- 
cerns over safety aspects 
with students racing about 


the parking lot. He said he 
was forced to make a citi- 
zen's arrest and press char- 
ges against one youth who 
attempted to run him down, 
rhe principal and staff at the 
school also felt the increasing 
number of student vehicles 
presented a social problem. 
Students were skipping clas- 
ses and using the vehicles as 
a hang out. 

Mr. Kambeitz recommen- 
ded that the west section of 
the parking lot be cordoned 
off and that students be 
allowed to park their cars, by 
permit only, west of the 
existing parking island (used 
by the staff). Permits would 
be issued on the basis of 
merit (i.e. Work experience 
students, health reasons, 
part time job). 

He added thai the District 
was providing transportation 
for 90 percent of the students 
and that he didn’t see a need 
for the number of cars now 
parking in the lot. 

Trustees agreed some- 
thing should be done at the 
school but were not ready to 
take action until the admini- 
stration had time to prepare 
a report for the Board on 
parking policies in the Dis- 
trict as well as providing 
members with the dollars 
and cents cost of any parking 
lot changes.

Upward trend in highway deaths 


Highway fatalities in Al- 
berta for the second quarter 
of 1978 were eight percent 
higher than for the same 
period !ast year, according to 
figures released by the 
Transportation Safety Br- 
anch of Alberta Transpor- 
tation, 

From April | to June 30, 
the number of highway 
deaths totalled 148, com- 
pared to 137 for the same 
three months last year. 

While fatalities for the first 
six months of this year are 
down 11.6 percent from 
1977, safety officials fear that 
accidents are following the 
same trend as in 1974, In that 
year severe winter conditions 
resulted in a low number of 
highway deaths initially fol- 
lowed by an extremely high 
number of fatalities during 
the warm summer months. 

In reacting to the report 
the Alberta Safety Council 
stated that it strongly points 
out the urgent need to 
mandate ‘‘buckle-up’’ laws 
in Alberta. 

The report shows that 
June urban fatalities in- 
creased 137 percent over the 
same month in 1977 and total 
urban deaths in the first six 
months of 1978 have in- 
creased 35 percent over the 
corresponding period last 
year. This is an intolerable 
situation and should indicate 
to our legislators that coun- 
teraction measures are nec- 
essary now, according to 
General Manager, Bob Novi 
kof. 

The latest information 
from Ontario once again 
points out the effectiveness 
of their ‘‘buckle-up"' law, 
Novikoff said, That province 
reports traffic-related deaths 
in 1977 dropped to the lowest 
level since 1972, 

The Ontario report goes on 


to say that a total of 1,418 
persons, including 251 ped- 
estrians, died in motor 
vehicle-related accidents in 
1977 - a reduction of 6.2 
percent over the 1976 total of 
1,511. 

In the two-year period 
since the introduction of the 
seat belt legislation in Jan- 
uary, 1976, there have been 
313 fewer driver and pass- 
enger deaths. In 1975, 1,314 


drivers and passengers were 
killed. In 1976, 1,109 - or 205 
fewer, In 1977, 1,001 drivers 
and passengers were killed - 
a further reduction of 108. 
Where seat belts use and 
non-seat belt use statistics 
were available, indications 
were that in an accident the 
belt wearer's survival chan- 
ces were 16 times higher. 
Where drivers were not 
wearing seat belts, 377 were 


killed, 11,090 injured and 
46,243 escaped injury. 

In comparison, in acci- 
dents where the seat belts 
were installed and in use, 
114 drivers were killed, 
32,683 injured and 254,499 
escaped injury. 

In the case of passengers, 
264 were killed in cars where 
seat belts were not in use; 57 
were killed while wearing 
seat belts. 


School bus safety 
aim of new program 


Alberta Transportation has 
launched a two-pronged pro- 
gram aimed at raising 
Albertans’ awareness of sch- 
ool buses. 

“With over 115,000 young 
Albertans travelling to and 
from school every day on 
school buses, the importance 
of safe movement becomes 
evident,’ said R. G. Me- 
Farlane, Alberta Transpor- 
tation chief deputy minister. 

The most visible part of 
the program will be appear- 
ing on roads in the province, 
A new symbolic sign which 
depicts the action required of 
a motorist when encoun- 
tering a school bus dis- 
playing its alternately flash- 
ing red lights will be 
replacing the existing school 
bus signs. It should prove 
less confusing and more 
visible at highway speeds,”’ 
said Mr. McFarlane 

The second part of the 
program is an educational 
campaign making use of 
billboards, print and elec- 
tronic media. It has been 
timed to coincide with the 
opening of Alberta schools. 


D. D. Kuchinski, director, 
said the Transportation Saf- 
ety Branch is already in- 
volved in other aspects of 
school bus safety including: 
investigation of accidents 
involving school buses, mon- 
itoring of school bus safety 
systems, seminars for school 
bus supervisors and drivers, 
along with an ongoing review 
of roadway environment such 


as location of school bus 
Stops and signage. 

‘A great many drivers are 
unaware of the law which 
requires them to stop when a 
school bus is loading or 
unloading passengers and its 
alternately flashing red 
lights are on. This is the most 
serious problem we have,” 
said Mr. Kuchinski. 


Institute on aging proposed 


Alberta Social Services 
and Community Health Min- 
ister Helen Hunley has 
announced the establishment 
of a committee to develop a 
proposal for an institute of 
gerontology. 

Chaired by Dr. E. J. K. 
Penikett of Calgary, the 
committee's objective in 
developing the proposal is to 
create a model for a working 
unit that enables educational 
institutions, professional gr- 
oups, community organiza- 
tions, government and senior 
people to work together in 
the services of gerontology. 

Gerontology is the study of 


aging in allits aspects, An 
institute of gerontology 
would devote itself to con- 
sultation in the planning and 
design of policies, programs 
and delivery systems relating 
to the elderly; to shaping 
attitudes to aging and old 
age; and to developing a 
program of research and 
evaluation, 

The decision to establish 
such an institute underlines 
the provincial government's 
commitment to develop qua- 
lity programs for seniors, 
which ensure maximum in- 
depencence,

Don’t Fall Victim To 
Pressure Sales 


If you're like most people, at one time or another you've 
bought something you didn’t really want, simply because of 
the persistence of the seller. 


Maybe it was a foot-in-the-door salesman who dazzled you 
with extravagant claims for a vacuum cleaner, or a fast 
talking car dealer who had you signed up for 72 easy 
monthly payments before you knew what hit you 


These kinds of deals have one thing in common: the golden 
opportunity depicted by the seller seems to vanish like a 
mirage when the effect of the sales talk wears off. 


On door-to-door sales, of course, you do have four days to 
cancel the contract and get your money back. Most other 
contracts, however, are binding from the moment you sign 
them. If you refuse to go through with them, you'll likely 
lose your deposit, and the seller might even take you to 
court and force you to pay up. 


Obviously, the best way to avoid getting stuck with 
something you don't want is not to buy it. The trouble is, a 
persuasive sales talk can have you thinking you simply 
item being sold, You can learn to fight back, 


If your resistance to sales pitches is low, don’t listen to 
them. Close the door on salesmen who come to your home 
with a polite but firm ‘not interested, thanks,” Don’t let |; 
them inside, or get into a conversation with them. 


If you go to the seller's premises to buy something, tell him 
you're just getting information at the moment, and won't be 
deciding about buying until you've had time to think about 


Special price if you buy today,” “this is your 
once chance to get in on the deal,” “it’s now or never,” 
should start alarm bells ringing in your head. Companies 
which try to sell by pressuring you this way probably aren't 
offering a very good deal.

The 
second house also burned 
and in 1932 a fall from a 
buggy put Benin a wheel- 
chair, where he was to be 
confined for 30 years. They 
retired to Wainwright in 1934 
which remained their home 
until Ben's death in 1962. 

In 1969 Susie went to live 
with her daughter in Calif- 
ornia and in that same year 
married Mr. Dick Bradley. 
Following his death in 1969 
she moved to the home of her 
daughter, Alberta Knott in 
Edmonton, later moving with 
the family to St. Albert. 

A year ago she broke her 
hip and three days after an 
operation was up in a walker, 
A reversal set in and she 
spent two months in hospital 
but it didn’t keep her down 
too long. She went last 
March to California and gave 
up the walker for a cane 
before the visit ended, and 
sometimes manages without 
the cane either.

The Board will operate a school busing system with an annual fare charge of $40.00 for 
one pupil (including Kindergarten children) in a family and $80.00 for two or more pupils in 
a family. 


The extent of busing service will depend largely upon the number of pupils who make 
application for bus passes, and for this reason it is requested that applications be 
submitted as soon as possible. Passes will be available for purchase as follows 


(1)at the District Office during the summer vacation period; 

(2) at all schools on registration day; (DO NOT make cheques for bus passes payable to 
schools) 

(3) at the District Office after registration day. 


Make cheque payable to: St. Albert Protestant Separate School District No. 6 
School Bus Service will begin on Tuesday, September 5, 1978 
Only those students holding a bus pass will be permitted to ride on the school buses 


(Additional information concerning busing regulations and schedules will be available at 
the schools on Registration Day).

Alberta Transportation has 
launched a two-pronged pro 
gram aimed at raising 
Albertans’ awareness of sch- 
ool buses 

“With over 115,000 young 
Albertans travelling to and 
from school every day on 
school buses, the importance 
of safe movement becomes 
evident,’’ said R. G. Me- 
Farlane, Alberta Transpor- 
tation chief deputy minister. 

The most visible part of 
the program will be appear- 
ing on roads in the province. 
A new symbolic sign which 
depicts the action required of 
a motorist when encoun- 
tering a school bus display- 
ing its alternately flashing 
red lights will be replacing 
the existing school bus signs. 

‘The existing signs use 
only words whereas the new 
one is pictorial. It should 
prove less confusing and 
more visible at highway 
speeds,’’ said Mr. McFar- 
lane, 

The second part of the 
program is an educational 
campaign making use of 
billboards, print and elec- 
tronic media. It has been 
timed to coincide with the 
opening of Alberta schools. 

Mr. McFarlane said the 
program is part of Alberta 
Transportation's emphasis 
on school bus safety, and 
responds to requests of 
people involved in school 
busing across the province. 

D. D. Kuchinski, director 


GRANDIN SHOPPERS PARK 


of the Transportation Safety 
Branch, said his group is 
already involved in other 
aspects of school bus safety 
including: investigation of 
accidents involving school 
buses, monitoring of school 
bus vehicle safety systems, 
seminars for school bus 
supervisors and drivers, al- 
ong with an ongoing review 
of roadway environment such 
as location of school bus 
stops and signage. 

These activities indicated a 
need for making the driving 
public more aware of its 
responsibility toward school 
buses. 

“‘A great many drivers are 
unaware of the law which 
requires them to stop when a 
school bus is loading or 
unloading passengers and its 
alternately flashing red 
lights are on."’ he said. 
‘This is the most serious 
problem we have."’ 

Schools are co-operating in 
the program through distri- 
bution of material to homes 
by school children.

Autobiography is always a 
popular subject at the St.

Alan Marshall's ‘‘I Can 
Jump Puddles’’ (92/ Mov) 
writes of growing up in the 
Australian outback just after 
World War 1. Only in Alan's 
case he had contracted polio, 
which led to the loss of one of 
his legs. He tells how he 
grew up, went to school, and 
learned to swim and ride a 
horse. 

Interspersed among his 
comments on growing up are 
observations on the world 
around him. Adults and their 
behavior to children; the 
acceptance of his lameness 
By the other children as 
being natural; the intrusion 
of the adult world, which 
insisted on calling him lame, 
a thing he never acknow- 
fledged. The book has a 
flavour and a natural joy

Coping with handicaps is subject 
of some fine autobiographies 


which makes it a pleasure to 
read. 

Another book, which has a 
few bitter observations about 
how the disabled are ig- 
nored, but yet is filled with 
the joy of life is ‘*Emma & I’ 
by Sheila Hacken. Because of 
an inherited eye problem, 
Sheila was blind by the time 
she was 19. With a teen- 
ager’s dislike of being 
thought different, she would 
not ask people for help and 
was sometimes lost for 
several hours. Then it was 
suggested she apply for a 
guide dog. She did and met 
Emma, a chocolate coloured 
Labrador. Emma is the star 
of the book. For 10 years she 
and Sheila share their lives, 
giving Sheila the opportunity 
to become almost as in- 
dependent as a sighted per- 
son. Mrs. Hocken can now 
see, but her account of what 
it is like to be blind, first 
without a guide dog, then 
with such a dog, is illum- 
inating, to say the least. She 
discusses the problems the 
blind encounter, but without 
rancour or bitterness. A 
worthwhile and heart-warm- 
ing book. 

What is it like to spend 
from your 20th birthday to 
your 40th in a wheelchair, 
with no hope of leaving it? 
Richard Brickner in ‘‘My 
Second Twenty Years’’ tells 


how he feels about being 
confined. An author of two 
novels, he has the facility to 
write imaginatively on the 
problems he encountered, 
the reactions of his family 
and friends, his co-workers 
at Doubleday. He recounts 
his struggle to achieve 
manhood again, maturing 
emotional stability and his 
sexuality. 

Being a movie star has its 
own problems, which Hilde- 
gard Knef tabulates in ‘‘The 
Verdict.’ Here we enter the 
world of medicine and 
doctors, mostly German, 
Swiss and American. Thr- 
ough the various mutilations 
and pain inflicted by seem- 
ingly uncaring doctors, we 
experience Ms. Knef's dis- 
pair at being constantly 
operated on - ‘She's a movie 
Star - she’s rich, she can 
afford it,"’ the multiplicity of 
diagnosis. The disagreement 
as to proper treatment all 
contribute to her feelings. 
Yet she learns how to fight 
back, how to recognize 
medical bullies, and evade 
them. The medical scene is 
interspersed in with inci- 
dents in her life, some sad, 
many happy, which give an 
optomistic view of life to Ms. 
Knef, which she hopes to 
pass on to her daughter. 

Sometimes autobiography 
may relate to a particular

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incident in someone's life. 
Muriel Beadle tells of a year - 
1958 spent at Oxford 
University where her hus- 
band was a visiting professor 
in ‘‘These Ruins Are In- 
habited."’ Although 20 years 
old, it still has the ability to 
amuse. Many of the customs 
of the citizens of Oxford are 
probably still carried on, 
although shopping may have 
changed, slightly, along with 
a few dryers at the Laun- 
dromat. Mrs. Beadle ob- 
viously enjoyed her year in 


England, although there 
were problems of adjusting. 
Her comments on British vs 
American education are pro- 
bably still very valid. This is 
avery pleasant read about 
one family’s experience in a 
foreign country. 

When reading autobio- 
graph you tend to expect 
writers to pick a point in their 
life and start telling you their 
story. Occasionally, flash 
backs are used to fill in 
earlier events. A slightly 
different method is to let a 


writer's work speak for them 
Dorothy Livesoy's autobio. 
graphy ‘Right Hand, Left 
Hand" consists of her works 
short stories, articles 
poetry, letters, reviews 
chronologically arranged 
These works are tied togeth 
er by short comments which 
fill in the background of th: 
time when each particular 
group of material was writt 
en. Miss Livesay documents 
the Thirties from the view 
point of the radical poet. 


Historical link between 
advertising and stamps 


The Victorians for all their 
moral rectitude had a bréadth 
of vision that pushed the fron- 
tiers of industry worldwide. 
They knew the power of adver- 
tising, and although it was not 
perhaps as subtle as some 
modern product promotion, 
it did not take them long to 
realize that the newly ex- 
panding postal service of- 
fered unique opportunities. 

When the British Post 
Office produced the world’s 
first postage stamps in 1840 
- the famous Penny Black 
and Twopenny Blue - it also 
brought out pre-paid pictorial 


envelopes and wrappers. Th- 
ese did not prove particularly 
popular and were quickly 
withdrawn - but not before 
many companies bought them 


in bulk and used the backs and

insides for their own adver- 
tising. They were known as 
Mulready’s, after the designer 
William Mulready. 

Over the years advertising 
has been tried on the backs of 
stamps, on the margins that 
surround each sheet of stamps, 
on the backing paper and of 
course on the postmark. 

In 1857 the Post Office of- 
fered an advertising ring to be 
printed around the embossed 
stamp on pre-paid stationery 
but this did not catch on and 
the idea had to be dropped. 
One of the most popular forms 
of advertising for years was 
used in stamp books. The 
pages of stamps were inter- 
leaved with advertisements, 
the cover also carried adver- 
tisements, and for a time 
following decimalisation the 
pages of stamps consisted of 
both stamps and advertising 
labels. More recently the 
method used for producing 
booklets has changed and 
commercial advertisements 
are no longer included. 

Two - one cent stamp 
booklets provided perhaps 
the most attractive examples 
of this kind of advertising. 
The first was issued in 1969 
in conjunction with the Milk 
Marketing Board and con- 
tained recipes: the second

Postmarks also offer a 
good source of advertising 


and it is not unusual for 
machine slogans, used to 
postmark the majority of 


letters, to carry an appro- 
priate message. The idea of 
using postmarks for propa- 
ganda purposes is fairly 
recent and many diverse 
subjects have been adver- 
tised. Slogans can advertise 
anything from seaside resorts 
to donating kidneys. Com- 
merical names are allowed if 
they are associated with 
notable events. 

Postage stamps themselves 
have been used for adver- 


tising. The more recent 
examples have been with 
stamps printed on self- 


adhesive paper, an experi- 
ment which has been tried 
by a number of countries. 
Such stamps need a backing 
sheet from which the stamp 
is peeled when it is to be 
fixed to the envelope. The 
backing sheets have been 
sold to advertisers partly as 
a way of off-setting the 
higher cost of producing self- 
adhesive stamps. A country 
which was particularly pro- 
lific in its use of such stamps 
was Sierra Leone, although 
the idea has also been used 
by Gibralter. 

Of course it does not need 
backing paper for the backs 
of stamps to be used for 
advertisements. New Zea- 
land experimented with the

How does a professional 
run a recording session? The 
professional engineer is diff- 
erent from the amateur in 
that he knows his equipment 
inside-out; has good musical 
ears; has arranging capa- 
bilities; has a lot of ex- 
perience; and is willing to 
invest in the best equipment 
he can afford. 

Most professional equip- 
ment is not available in your 
neighborhood shop, and is 
often designed and built to 
customer's _ specifications. 
This is more apparent when 
you know that old Revoxes 
and Studers are in great 
demand by professionals and 
discerning amateurs alike. 
Even though this is the age 
of mass production, and 
every manufacturer cries the 
superiority of his creation 
from the rooftops, the true 
audiophile never gets carried 
away by such assertions. 
Now, to the business in 
hand. 

Our mixer is called *‘Al- 
ice,’’ custom-built by Stan- 
coil Ltd. of Windsor, Bucks, 
England. They also make 
more affordable equipment 
for the neophyte. We have 
eight inputs, all balanced 
lo-Z, and four outputs to 
feed a four track tape 
recorder. We have S-band 
equalization (tone controls), 
signal to noise ratio that 
easily surpasses 90dB, eff- 
ects send and return, Re- 
verb, Monitor, Foldback, 
Peak Program Meters, as 
opposed to ordinary V.U. 
meters, Limiters with fast 
attack and decay, Quadri- 
phonic, Stereo and Mono 
panning, and other luxuries 
too many to mention. 

We choose a Studer 4- 
tracker for multi-tracking, 
and a Revox Professional 


half-track stereo model for 
mastering. We have Dolbys 
and dbx for noise reduction, 
and our mikes are Shures, 
Neumanns and Seenheisers. 
Now we are ready for 
assignment. 

We will record the typical 
rock combo or maybe a 
symphony orchestra. We 
prefer the rock combo, 
because it is more challen- 
ging and difficult to record. 
We put the drummer on 
tracks | & 2, and the bass 
guitar on track 3. The sum 
total is bounced to track 4. 

We have three channels 
left free to work with. We put 
the lead singer on track 1, 
the rhythm guitar on 2, and 
the sum total on 3. We put 
lead guitar on 1 and the back 
up singer on track 2. 

Of course, everything has 
been encoded by our noise 
reducers, and all the signals 
properly equalized to get the 
best tonal range of the 
instruments and voice. Now, 
we are ready to do a stereo 
master-tape. 

All the equipment is now 
set to function in the play 
mode, and our master re- 
corder is put in the record 
mode. With the Studer now 
feeding the mixer in line 
through four channels, the 
output of the mixer is 
switched to stereo, and with 
the use of pan-pots, we are 
able to place the four-track 
information in any stereo 
image desirable. 

We've spent a couple of 
hours or more since we 
started, and though the 
equipment we used looks 
identical to that which we 
used last week, it costs about 
10 times as much. With a 
well-trained engineer, and 
good equipment, we are soon 
on our way to the record- 
cutting plant.

‘*Remember the time and 
temperature rule, and ... 
keep foods out of the 
Temperature Danger Zone.”’ 
This is between 4°C. and 
60°C. where bacteria can 
multiply rapidly in foods. 

Remember these rules 
when handling food: 

*Keep hot foods HOT 
(above 60°C.) and cold foods 
COLD (below 4°C.) 

Perishable foods, espe 
cially those which are moist 
and rich in protein, e.g. 
milk and 
other dairy products, sauces, 
gravies and cream-filled pies 
and cakes, which have been 
kept at temperatures be- 
tween 4°C. and 60°C, for 
more than two hours may

cause food poisoning and 
should be thrown away. 

Transport foods home 
from the stores as quickly as 
possible. 

*Use chilled ingredients to 
keep the temperature of 
foods low during prepara- 
tion. 

*Cook or serve foods 
immediately after prepara- 
tion or refrigerate until ready 
to do so. 

*Follow package instruc- 
tions carefully when handl- 
ing frozen foods; if thawing 
is necessary this should be 
done in the fridge, not at 
room temperature. 

*Large roasts and poultry 
may be thawed at room 
temperature in their original 
waterproof wrapper if placed 


in a double kraft kitchen bag. 
Refrigerate as soon as 
pliable. 

*Hot foods should be 
cooled in the refrigerator; 
they will not ‘‘sour’’ under 
these conditions. 

Always separate dress- 
ings and gravies from meat, 
poultry and fish dishes 
before cooling and storage. 

*Make sure that picnic 
foods are kept cool until 
ready to eat. A picnic chest 
with ice or frozen ‘'fridge 
paks’’ will keep picnic foods 
cool on the way to the park or 
beach, 

Special care should be 
taken when handling foods in 
large quantities, for ex- 
ample, for church suppers 
and other community affairs.

Stand by for 
a shift of emphasis in Alberta 
government policy, a shift 
aimed at helping the buyer 
add ‘“‘be aware'’ to this 
famous dictum. 

The impetus for such a 
shift lies in the fact that 
Albertans are among the 
highest users of consumer 
credit in the country. In 1977, 
according to Statistics Can- 
ada, outstanding consumer 
credit in Canada totalled 
$30.7 billion. Of this total, 
$3.13 billion or 10.2%, was 
owed by Albertans. Yet the 
province holds only 8.1% of 
the country’s population, Put 
another way, every man, 
woman and child in Alberta 
had outstanding credit debts 
averaging $1,590. The equi- 
valent national average was 
$1,306.

sumer and Corporate Affairs 
is firing off its first salvo in a 
long-term program designed 
to substitute consumer ed- 
ucation for consumer legis- 
lation, and to raise public 
awareness of the importance 
of responsible financial man- 
agement.

As consumer indebtedness 
in Alberta increases, due 
largely to the province's 
buoyant economy, and the 
magnetic effect this has on 
credit grantors, there is 
concern that the irrespon- 
sible use of credit facilities 
will also escalate. 

This possibility is espe- 
cially acute among young 
marries with families. In- 
flation and the ease of 
obtaining credit can quickly 
put such families into deep 
financial trouble, if they 
don't take care, and if they 
fail to develop realistic 
budgeting practices. 

“In an inflationary period, 
such as exists now,’’ says lan 
James, director of the de- 
partment’s Consumer Edu- 
cation Program, “‘living costs 
can rise, but family income 
can as easily fall. A young 
mother may have to give up

her job to look after children. 
In periods between wage and 
salary adjustments, inflation 
can reduce father’s real 
income. 

‘Consequently, individual 
and family budgeting, and a 
determination not to abuse 
credit facilities, are essential 
elements in preserving fin- 
ancial viability. These are the 
areas on which are 
concentrating first in our 
long-term program 

‘*The thrust 
develop a preventive educa- 
tion program with an em- 
phasis on ‘self-help’ mat- 
erials. Effective family fin- 
ancial management is a basic 
‘life-coping’ skill which re- 
quires a high degree of 
individual responsibility, 
particularly in regard to wise 
use of credit,’’ says lan 
James. 

The major feature in this 
self-help program is a new 
16-page booklet titled, Be- 
fore You Go Under: A 
Self-Help Financial Mana- 
gement Guide - a concise and 
practical introduction to fa- 
mily money management. 
The guide is being promoted 
heavily throughout the pro- 
vince through an advertising 
campaign running under the 
slogan ‘‘Before You Go 
Under." 

The implications of the 
slogan are self-evident, and 
the campaign in general is 
the first approach to educa- 
ting rather than legislating. 

This will be followed early 
in the new year by a more 
comprehensive Family Bud- 
geting Manual. 

As the long-term program 
progresses, educational ma- 
terials will be produced and 
promoted on other subjects. 
Under consideration are

the benefits of renting resi- 
dential accommodation in- 
stead of purchasing. 

But if this month's ‘‘Be- 
fore You Go Under’’ cam- 
paign is the first phase in a 
new thrust in consumer 
education, what happens to 
the family which feels it is 
already heading toward the 
brink of financial disaster? 

For such people, Alberta 
Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs offers several assis- 
tance programs, most of 
which pivot on the six 
regional offices of the de- 
partment’s Family Financial 
Counselling Services Branch. 
These are located in Calgary, 
Edmonton, Fort McMurray, 
Lethbridge, Red Deer and 
Peace River. 

All these offices provide 
consumer education courses 
on family financial mana- 
gement. Last year, for in- 
stance, the six offices be- 
tween them offered 350 
hours of class instruction. 

As part of the depart- 
ment’s policy to expand its 
educational thrust, more 
emphasis will be placed on 
these courses. Details of 
dates and times can be easily 
obtained by contacting the 
nearest regional office by 
phone, letter or personal 
visit. 

The hope is that, given 
time, these courses, and 
other programs in the works, 
will reduce the need for the 
one-on-one counselling ser- 
vices these offices also offer. 

‘We don't envisage the 
day when one-on-one coun- 
selling will vanish,"’ says lan 
James. *‘But we do believe 
that, through consumer ed- 
ucation, it will be consid- 
erably reduced. And the 
more time and money we can 
save through such reduction,

debt, with creditors pressing 
hard for payment. In th 
majority of cases, a coun 
sellor is able to help clients 
find the most satisfactory 
solutions possible to their 
debt problems. 

If debts have become 
unmanageable, counsellors 
will help clients budget for 
repayment, and arrange with 
creditors to accept reduced 
but regular payments. Again 
in most cases, such arr- 
angements are agreed to 
voluntarily by both debtors 
and creditors. 

In more serious cases, 
under the Orderly Payment 
of Debts program, repay 
ment budgets are drawn up 
and regular payments are 
made by the clients directly 
to the Family Financial 
Counselling Services Branch 
for distribution to creditors 

Currently, approximately 
$250,000 every two months is 
collected and distributed to 
creditors in this way 
debtors, as long as they don't 
default, are protected by 
court order from harassment 
by creditors. 

However, despite the eff- 
ectiveness of this program, 
and despite the decrease in 
the number of new appli- 
cations for counselling assis- 
tance, the fact remains that 
the Family Financial Coun- 
selling Services Branch had 
under its wing on August | 
this year a total of 1,285 
clients, with a collective 
indebtedness of approximat- 
ely $6.5 million. 

Reducing the tragedy and 
fear inherent in these figures 
and promoting a climate in 
which responsible financial 
management becomes sec- 
ond nature to all Albertans, 
is the purpose of the govern- 
ment's new educational dir- 
ection.

Bacteria 


It is easy to prevent 
food-poisoning by under 
standing some basic facts 
about the micro-organisms 
that cause it. About 80 
percent of the food-poisoning 
cases reported annually in 
Canada are 
bacteria. These minute or 
ganisms cannot be seen in 
dividually with the naked 
eye. Bacteria are not always 
harmful and are naturally 
present in many foods, par 
ticularly raw meats and 
poultry. Special types of 
bacteria can be useful in food

Harmful bacteria also en 
ter foods from outside 
sources. The healthy person 
may carry potentially harm: 
ful bacteria in his nose and 
throat. Bacteria from the 
intestinal track can be trans- 
ferred to hands after using 
the toilet. Personal hygiene 
is very important when 
handling food - thorough 
handwashing can remove 
most of the bacteria that may 
have been transferred from 
various parts of the body to 
the hands. In addition, foods 
should be kept covered to 
protect them from contam- 
ination by flies or othet 
insects and animals. 

Even potentially harmful 
bacteria are not dangerous 
when present in foods in 
small numbers. They will not 
cause food poisoning unless 
they are allowed to grow and 
multiply in the food. Bacteria 
need food and warmth in 
order to grow to numbers 
which can cause illness; 
Foods which are moist and 
rich in protein provide good 
conditions for bacterial gr: 
owth. Meats, poultry, eggs, 
milk and other dairy pro- 
ducts, foods with sauces and 
gravies, and cream-filled 
pies and cakes are good 
breeding grounds for bac- 
teria.

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There are many people in 
Alberta working to protect 
the quality and safety of the 
food we eat. These foods are 
produced under carefully 
controlled conditions and are 
subject to inspection by 
Rovernment agencies at ev- 
ery stage, from the farm to 
the retail store or restaurant. 
Public Health Inspectors 
ensure that the establish- 
ments where our food is

stored, processed, sold or 
served meet strict standards 
for sanitation and handling to 
protect the health and safety 
of the public. 

Despite these safeguards, 
many Albertans are victims 
of food-poisoning caused by 
the improper storage and 
handling of foods in the 
home. As much as one-half 
of all food-borne illness in 
Canada may originate in the 


home. However, many peo- 
ple do not recognize the 
symptoms of such illness, 
often attributing it to ‘‘sto- 
mach flu.’’ The symptoms 
may vary, but can include 
headache, mild nausea to 
severe vomiting, diarrhea, 
stomach cramps or a com- 
bination of these, sometimes 
accompanied by fever. The 
illness may be brief and 
recovery is usually complete

hospitalization may be nee- 


ded and in rare cases death 
can result. 


Food poisoning 


There are two main types 
of food poisoning. The first is 
caused by eating food which 
contains large numbers of 
disease-causing bacteria. 
Proper cooking will usually 
kill this type of bacteria. The 
second type is caused by a 
toxin or poison. This poison 
is produced when certain 
types of bacteria are allowed 
The bacteria 
which produce toxin are also 
killed by proper cooking but 
the toxin is NOT destroyed 
by heat and remains in the 
food to cause illness 

Both types of food pois- 
oning can easily be avoided if 
bacteria be pre 
vented from growing in the 
food. There is a ‘‘temper-

4°C. and 60°C. Between 
these temperatures bacteria 
can multiply rapidly in food. 
Below 4°C. (at ordinary 
refrigerator temperatures), 
bacterial growth is slowed 
down. However, the bacteria 
are not killed and begin to 
grow again when the food is 
at room temperature. ‘Hot 
holding’’ temperatures ab- 
ove 60°C, also prevent 
bacterial growth and the 
formation of toxin. 

We cannot avoid exposing 
food to these ‘*‘warm'’ tem 
peratures for short periods of 
time during purchasing, the 
journey home from the store, 
meal preparation and ser- 
ving. However, it is very 
important to keep the time 
during which food is exposed 
to the ‘temperature danger 
zone’’ toa minimum. Food 
which has been kept at 
temperatures between 4°C. 
and 60°C, for more than two 
hours may have the potential 
to cause food-borne illness 
and should be destroyed.

Wildlife 
protection 
a wide issue 


Protection of wildlife is a 
multi-dimensional issue, ac- 
cording to Gordon Kerr, 
assistant deputy minister, 
Fish and Wildlife Division 
Alberta Recreation, Parks 
and Wildlife. 

“Consuming more and 
more of our time is the 
protection of wildlife habitat 
through supervision of Land 
Management policies and 
regulations and helping land 
users improve their own land 
management schemes,"* 
says. 

Habitat planning and de- 
velopment hinges on the fact 
that wildlife is a renewable 
resource. It is harvested for 
fur and for food. It also 
provides recreation for bird- 
watchers, photographers and 
naturalists as well as for 
licensed hunters and ang- 
lers. 

For years, it has been 
almost a ritual to blame 
hunters for serious decreases 
in wildlife population. Yet, 
animal counts, seasonal lim- 
its, and tag pro- 
cedures which tally the 
number of hunters and the 
number of animals taken, 
have almost eliminated the 
danger of over-harvesting. 

Even if excessive numbers 
of a species were to be 
inadvertently taken in any 
one season, hunting restric-

Destructive winds in Alberta being studied by U of A prof. 


Considering he’s a met- 
eorology professor, Dr. Keith 
Hage has spent a great deal 


of time lately studying 
history books. 
But it's not that he’s 


considering a radical switch 
in his academic career. 
Rather the professor in the 
University of Alberta's de- 
partment of geography has 
discovered that the local 
history books produced by 
various Alberta community 
groups are a valuable source 
of information about the 
province's climatic history. 
Dr. Hage is particularly 
interested in the occurrence 
of destructive winds. The 
community histories, with 
their details of the drama of 


everyday life in the province 
since its white settlement, 
provide information on des- 
tructive winds that may not 
be recorded elsewhere. 

“I've had the feeling for 
some time that, with the 
growth and development 
taking place in this province, 
somebody should study its 
history of destructive 
winds,’’ says Dr. Hage. Not, 
he stresses that there is 
cause for alarm. 

Still, any information gai- 
ned will lead to a better 
understanding of the pro- 
vince’s natural environment. 
And extremely destructive 
winds have occurred. 

In 1915 a tornado which 
struck the town of Redcliff, 


near Medicine Hat, did 
damage calculated at app- 
roximately $.5 million, in 
1915 dollars and at 1915 
prices. And perhaps the 
classic picture of a tornado, a 
picture used for many years 
in the Encyclopedia Brit- 
tanica, was taken in Alberta. 

About two years ago, Dr. 
Hage decided that he would 
himself undertake the data 
collection involved in illu- 
minating the subject, and 
has since devoted a great 
deal of spare time towards it. 

He began the work refer- 
ring to a booklet entitled 
Tornados in Western Canada 
which listed tornados re- 
corded by the federal weath- 
er service. While the infor- 


Safeguards for DNA research 


Health and Welfare Mini- 
ster Monique Begin and the 
Honourable Judd Buchanan, 
minister of State for Science 
and Technology, and mini- 
ster of Public Works, have 
jointly announced the gov- 
ernment's intention to esta- 
blish procedures to protect 
against the potential hazards 
of recombinant DNA re- 
search, while still allowing 
such research to be carried 
on. 

Following consultations 
with the provinces, regula- 
tions will be established by 
Order in Council under the 
Department of National 
Health and Welfare Act 
which will require all re- 
combinant DNA activities in 
Canada to be carried out 
under the safeguards spe- 
cified by the Medical Re- 
search Council (MRC) in its 
1977 recombinant DNA 
guidelines, or in future 
modifications of these guide- 
lines. 

DNA, deoxyribonucleic 
acid, controls the repro- 
duction, function and growth 
of all living cells. Recom- 
binant DNA is created by 
adding DNA elements from 
one organism to the DNA of a 
second organism which then 
reproduces the properties 
controlled by the combined 
DNA.

garded as a powerful new 
tool which could facilitate 
rapid advances in genetic 
and medical science, and 
could have numerous prac- 
tical applications such as the 
creation of bacteria to pro- 
duce insulin and other im- 
portant chemicals. 

Although concern has 
been expressed that recom- 
binant DNAresearch may 
result in harmful micro- 
organisms, recent scientific 
evidence indicates that these 
risks may be less than 
initially perceived. ‘Nonethe- 
less, certain protective mea- 
sures are still considered to 
be necessary. 

In February 1977, MRC, 
the government granting ag- 
ency responsible for funding 
medical and health-related 
research, announced guide- 
lines which its grantees must 
follow in recombinant DNA 
research, These guidelines, 
similar to those adopted in 
the United States, the United 
Kingdom and several other 
countries, have also been 
adopted by the National 
Research Council and other 
federal departments and 
granting agencies. 

The guidelines classify 
different types of recombin- 
ant DNA experiments by the 
degree of risk involved, and 
require the use of special 
laboratory equipment and 
procedures.

No recombinant DNA re- 
search was conducted in 
Canada prior to establish- 
ment of the MRC guidelines, 
but it is expected that 10 to 
1S projects will be underway 
in Canadian universities wi- 
thin the next year. All of 
these will be funded by 
agencies requiring adher- 
ence to the guidelines; all are 
in the low-to-medium-risk 
category. 

Concerns have been ex- 
pressed, however, that to 
ensure the protection of 
public health the guidelines 
should apply to recombin- 
ant DNA research which 
might be undertaken by 
industry or other non-fed- 
erally-funded organizations. 

The actions would extend 
compulsory compliance with 
the MRC guidelines to all 
research and other activities 
in Canada involving recom- 
binant DNA. No new legisla- 
tion will be required, as the 
regulations will be esta- 
blished under existing pro- 


visions of the National 
Health and Welfare Act. 
Administration of the regu- 


lations will rest with the 
Health Protection Branch 
except in the case of MRC 
and NRC recipients, who will

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mation provided was val- 
uable at a starting point, two 
apparent biases were soon 
evident: plotted on a pro- 
vincial map, the reported 
tornados were clustered ar- 
ound Edmonton and Calgary; 
plotting the information in 
time showed the numbers 
increasing tremendously in 
recent years. 

To fillin the picture, Dr. 
Hage turned to community 
histories, which he found to 
be particularly good for the 
years prior to the Second 
World War.

Originally he had planned 
to concentrate on tornados in 
his study, but he later 
decided to include all dama- 
ge-causing winds. He iden- 
tifies five different types: 
tornados, chinook winds, 
mountain valley winds, th- 
understorm downdrafts, and 
cold front winds. 

Dr. Hage says tornados 
are funnel clouds which 
reach down from a thunder- 
storm cloud mass. Where the 
funnel touches the earth, 
powerful rotary winds en- 
circle an area of low pres- 
sure. The drop in pressure 
can be great enough to cause 
buildings to explode. 

Tornados are relatively 
rare and relatively weak in 
Alberta; normally about six 
or seven occur each year. 
Their path usually ranges 
from 20 to 30 metres wide 
and they can touch for a 
moment only or leave a trail 
of destruction up to SO 
kilometres long, 

Dust devils, rotary winds 
which originate at the gr- 
ound, are often confused 
with tornados, but there is no 
evidence of them doing 
Significant damage in Al 
berta, says Dr. Hage. 

While chinooks are us- 
ually welcomed, at times 
their warm winds can be of 
force sufficient to cause 
extensive damage. And, in 


some regions south of Cal- 
gary, this is not an un- 
common occurrence, says the 
meteorology professor. 

He also points out that in 
some mountain regions win- 
ds are funneled through the 
valleys gaining destruction- 
causing force. The classic 
occurrences of this in Alberta 
are at Cadomin, in the Coal 
Branch. 

At times, thunderstorms 
will be accompanied by a 
downdraft of such force that 
a great deal of damage will 
occur even when tornados do 
not develop, says Dr. Hage. 

And, he says, a cold front, 
representing the leading 
edge of a mass of cold air 
from the north, can arrive 
with winds of extreme force. 
In November 1930, such a 
cold front cut a swath of 
destruction over a large 


portion of the province. 

Dr. Hage has now read 
about 150 to 200 community 
histories and is beginning 
another stage of the project. 
Working from the leads 


gained from the history 
books, he is going through 
back copies of Alberta 
newspapers for verification 
and further information. 

Other Canadian scientists 
are doing studies similar to 
Dr. Hage’s and once the 
information gathered is com- 
piled they will be able to 
determine how the frequen- 
cies of occurrence change 
from east to west and north 
to south. 

One intriguing problem to 
be addressed: why do torna- 
dos apparently increase in 
frequency further east, per- 
haps peaking in Manitoba, 
while the opposite is true for 
hail? 

Dr. Hage would welcome 
any information regarding 
past destructive winds in 
Alberta. He would particu- 
larly welcome photographs of 
destructive winds and the 
damage caused. He can be 
contacted through the de- 
partment of geography, Fac- 
ulty of Science at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta.

A beginning beekeeper 
usually starts with a veil, 
gloves, a smoking device (to 
quiet the bees), and a 
two-pound package of bees 
ordered by mail. Two pounds 
amount to about 7,000 bees, 
mostly sterile female workers 
and a queen, which will lay 
eggs to perpetuate the hive. 

With honey selling for 
more than a dollar a pound, a 
clever beekeeper might ev 
entually make $20 profit per 
hive, says Robert Banker of 
the beekeeping 
But inflation’s 
driving up operating costs 
according to Banker, who has 
a 4,000-hive 
Minnesota. He finances a 
trip to Texas for his bees 
every winter to spare them a 
fatal chill. 

Bee hives can be set up 
almost anywhere, as long as 
the neighbors don't mind. 

“IT knew a man in 
downtown Detroit who kept 
his bees on the roof of his 
honey packing plant,’ Dr. 
Martin said. ‘‘The bees 
usually can find flowers in a 
park or garden. But if they go 
more than about two miles 
seeking food, it becomes a 
waste of energy.”

As the worker bees flit 
about gathering the nectar 
they will make into honey for 
food, they inadvertently per- 
form an ecological service: 
pollination. One-third of the 
American. diet depends in 
some way on honeybee- 
pollinated crops, including 
such fruits and vegetables as 
cherries, avocados, apricots, 
broccoli, cucumbers, and 
celery. 

Because there are no 
longer enough bees in the 
wild to effectively pollinate 
the country’s orchards and 
fields, commercial beekeep- 
ers rent out their bees to 
farmers for about $15 a hive. 

The bee shortage is partly 
the result of pesticide mis-

Adults and children alike 
lavished love on toys in 
Colonial times, Most of the 
tiny animals, doll houses, 
carts, and rocking horses 
were hand-crafted by de- 
voted fathers for their off- 
spring. Once in a while if a 
settler could afford it, he 
splurged on a sophisticated 
toy from Europe. 


FACTORIES TOOK OVER 


As the United States filled 
up and people moved closer 
together, child’s play became 
more organized and compli- 
cated. 

The 19th century brought 
“tin toys’’ made first by the 
local blacksmith, then by 
factories. They were small 
realistic models of everything 
from stoves to trains. Some 
factories turned out sleds, 
Wagons, croquet sets, and 
doll houses. 

The toy or mechanical 
bank craze started sometime 
in the 1870's. Clowns swal- 
lowed coins and rolled their 
eyes. A deposit encouraged 
dogs to wag their tails, and 
the right piece of money 
placed in an eagle’s mouth 
flapped the bird’s wings. 

Not long ago one budding 
collector thought he had 
found a real treasure. It was 
a classic 19 century bucking 
mule bank, The mule kicks a 
coin into an open barn door 
and a small dog appears, 


The collector's joy was 
short-lived. When he exam- 
ined the bottom of his 


acquisition, he saw: Made in 
Taiwan,

exhaustion. The increasing 
availability and use of 


various ‘‘all terrain vehicles” 
is of growing concern. Not 
only do they cause land 
damage but their very pre- 
sence repeatedly in’ some 
areas causes animals to 
desert critical wintering ar- 
eas, causing higher winter 
mortality. 

Climbing trees to get a 
close look at a bird's nest can 
frighten the parent birds 
away, leaving eggs or young 
to die or be taken by 
predators. Taking fish during 
the spawning season ser- 
iously endangers future fish 
populations, 

A major element in res- 
ponsible management is the 
division's staff of fish and 
wildlife officers. They are 
probably the most visible 
element; but despite their 
visibility, their role is rarely 
completely understood. 

They are often associated 
solely with the enforcement 
wildlife regulations. 

“The belief is sometimes 
held that fish and wildlife 
officers are primarily en- 
forcers of hunting and 
fishing laws - checking lic- 
enses, bag limits and equip- 
ment, chasing poachers, 
preventing illegal hunting 
and angling,”’ said Mr. Kerr. 

“No one is going to 
downplay this aspect of their 
work, It is critical, However, 
these days they can rarely 
devote more than 15 percent 
or 20 percent of their time to 
such direct wildlife pro- 
tection."’ 

Loss of habitat or decline 
in its quality can have even 


wildlife than 
ing. 

Habitat cannot easily be 
replaced. A lake drained can 
result in the depletion of fish 
resources and the destruc 
tion of waterfow! nestimg. 
Devastated woodland can 
deprive deer of their tra- 
ditional home. Poisoned str- 
eams also poison fish as well 
as the birds or mammals that 
feed on fish. 

“Once land is gone, 
gone for good,"* says Mr. 
Kerr. ‘‘But there is a 
growing realization of the 
urgency of the problem olf 
we're going to have land and 
habitat to support the prto- 
vince’s wildlife as a renew- 
able resource, land manage- 
ment is a long-term key, and 
the supervision of existing 
land management policies 
and regulations is critigal 
today.’ 

Urbanization is also créa- 
ting a problem in the 
management of wildlife re- 
sources and habitat. To 
people from major urban 
centres, wilderness areas 
represent recreational opp- 
ortunities. However, théir 
urban experience providés 
them with little understand- 
ing of the dangers these 
pursuits can bring to animals 
and habitat, 

Although most of them 
have no intention of breaking 
the law or doing harm, 
campers and hikers can leave 
broken bottles and sharp- 
edged cans behind them. 
These become hazards to 
wildlife. 

They do however have the 
necessary powers in helping 
with the enforcement fun 
ction. Fish and wildlife offi 
cers can issue warnings and 
court appearance notices, 
They have the authority to 
arrest anyone committing an 
offence and the powers of 
search and seizure ‘‘on 
reasonable and probable 
grounds."* 

“They are expected to 
know the rules of the ‘game’ 
and explain those rules. They 
are also duty bound to apply 

those rules impartially, and 
protect wildlife and its 
habitat for the benefit of the 


over-harvest-

Lawrence Seaway jump 


Last night, Ken Carter, the 
man who will attempt to 
cross the St. Lawrence Sea 
way in a rocket powered car 
next summer, failed in his 
attempt at International Sp 
eedway to set the Canadian 
record for jumping 19 cars 
from ramp to ground. His 
attempt failed, when poor 
weather forced him into the 
16th car, missing his mark 
(of about 182 feet) for the 
record, Ken is reported to be 
uninjured, 

Mr. Carter currently holds 
the record for the same jump 
in the U.S.A., where he 
performed the jump for Wide 
World of Sports in New 
Orleans. However, being a 
Canadian, Ken had hoped to 
repeat the performance as 
part of his promotion for the 
Seaway jump in Canada. 

In conversing with Ken 
last Friday, he pointed out 
that all forseeable problems 
had been ironed out. In fact, 
the modified Lincoln Con- 
tinental, which he will use in 
the jump, has been tested 
recently and appears to be in 
perfect running order. It 
reached a speed of 270 miles 
per hour travelling 900 feet 
in four and one-half seconds. 

Ken will attempt the jump 
on July 4, 1979 if all goes 
well. The jump was sche- 
duled for this summer, but 
adverse weather and other 
problems postponed the at- 
tempt. The 80 foot ramp 
should put Ken about 300 
feet into the air over the 
Seaway, and after travelling 
an estimated distance of one 
mile, the car is expected to 
touch down on Ogden Island, 
U.S.A. Mr. Carter plans to 
land in a plot of red roses, 
which he will transplant on to 
the island prior to the jump. 

Perhaps he will have 
better luck than he had last 
night at International Speed- 
way.
